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NARBERTH FOLKS HEAR 
NOTED FINNISH WOMAN 



I GETTING READY FOR

Main Line folks, including many resi- 
dents of Narberth, are greatly indebted 
to Miss Mary K. Gibson, of "May- 
brook," Wynnewood, for the privilege 
of hearing Madame Aino Malmberg, 
Finland's famous champion against 
Russian aggression, speak on "Wom- 
an Suffrage in Finland," last Friday 
evening. The address was delivered 
in the handsome and commodious 
ball room of Miss Gibson's res- 
idence, before an audience of 
about 500 people. The speaker was 
introduced most happily and wittily, 
by Miss Mary Winsor, of Haverford, 
of The Philadelphia Woman Suffrage 
Committee, and vice-chairman of the 
Suffrage Parade Committee. 

Madame Malmberg, who was attired 
in Finnish peasant costume, held the 
close attention of her auditors in a 
brilliant address, for upwards of an 
hour. She began with a brief his- 
torical sketch of Finland, from the 
date of its annexation by Russia at 
the conclusion of the war with 
Sweden, of which latter country it was 
originally a part. At that time, Fin- 
land had no literature nor art. 
Through the efforts of Dr. Elias 
Lionnrot, who familiarized himself 
with the folk-lore and folk-songs of 
the people, which he noted were 
all connected with heroic episodes i:i 
its ancient history, a great national 
epic, the Kalewala. was produced in 
1835. This epic has since become the 
foundation of Finland's national 
ideals, and reflects its striving for a 
higher place in the family of nations. 
A literature was gradually developed, 
and with a splendidly organized sys- 
tem of public education, the percent- 
age of illiterary was greatly reduced, 
being now only six-tenths of one per 
cent. Madame Malmberg graphically 
described the granting of autonomy 
to Finland by the Czar Alexander, in 
1809, and vividly pictured the despair 
of the people when this privilege was 
without warning taken away, in 1899, 
for a period of six years. Then the 
whole nation, spontaneously and with- 
out much pre-arrangement, feeling 
that the hour had come, stopped all 
activities by means of a national 
strike, sent a deputation to the Czar, 
with the result that autonomous gov- 
ernment was at least partially re- 
stored. 

Women StMl Love Their Homes. 
Woman Suffrage was adopted in 
1906, when all women over the age 
of 24, excluding paupers, received the 
right to vote. Tt has proven a pro- 
nounced success. The speaker ex- 
pressed surprise that here in the 
United States she found the same old. 
hackneyed and worn-out arguments 
used by anti-suffragists, that have Ions 
since been relegated to the dustbin in 
Finland. She realized, however, that 
there could be no new arguments, and 
let it go at that. The women of Fin- 
land have not given up their place in 
the home, and children have not suf- 
fered a particle because of their 
mothers' participation in the ballot. 
About ten per cent, of the members 
of the Finnish Diet are women. The 
general effect of Woman Suffrage has 
been uplifting. "Graft," so generally 
prevalent in this country, is practical- 
ly unknown there. If such a thin? 
should occur, the punishment would 
be extremely severe. The traffic in 
liquor is under stringent government 
control. Through the efforts of women, 
the age of consent has been raised 
several years, and social purity is at 
a high level. In short, nothing but 
good has resulted from the adoption 
of equal suffrage for men and women. 
Pleads for Small Nations. 
Madame Malmberg made a strong 
appeal in behalf of the smaller nations 
of Europe, when the time comes for

The list of classes open for compe- 
tition is sufficiently generous to pro- 
vide a first-class opportunity for every 
gardener— expert or novice, to secure 
a prize. The classes will be about as 
follows: 

Class 1 — Best vase white roses, not 
over 6 blooms. 

Class 2— Best vase pink roses, not 
over 6 blooms. 

Class 3— Best vase red roses, not 
over 6 blooms. 

Class 4 — Best vase yellow roses, 
not over 6 blooms. 

Class 5— Best vase climbing roses, 
one color, any number. 

Class G— Best vase climbing roses, 
mixed, any number. 

Class 7 — Best vase peonies, white, 
3 blooms. 

Class 8— Best vase peonies, pink. 
3 blooms. 

Class 9— Best vase peonies, scarlet, 
3 blooms. 

Class 10— Best vase peonies, mix- 
ed, any number. « 

Class 11 — Best vase delphinium 
(larkspur) light blue, G stalks. 

Class 12— Best vase delphinium 
(larkspur) dark blue, 6 stalks. 

Class 13— Best 6 blooms columbine, 
single. 

Class 14 — Best 6 blooms columbine, 
mixed colors. 

Class 15— Best vase Canterbury 
Bells. 
Class 1G— Best vase Sweet William. 
Class 17— Best vase Foxglove. 
Class 18— Best vase Iris, any color. 
Class 19— Best vase poppies, any 
color.

This year the committee will not 
attempt to salvage saleable waste, but 
will introduce a innovation by helping 
a worthy institution that makes its 
chief source of revenue out of house- 
hold wastes — the Volunteers of Amer- 
ica. Colonel C. C. Herron was glad 
of the opportunity of sending his 
teams out here to gather the salvage 
just as quickly as it comes to the 
disposal ground. 

This organization knows how to re- 
pair and make useful to the needy 
the many things most of us consider 
utterly useless and they convert paper, 
metal, etc., into bread and butter or 
good cheer of one kind or another for 
Philadelphia's human derelicts. Put 
out something that will help these 
useful rescue workers as you rid your 
house or grounds of stuff that you are 
glad to have hauled away to be burned 
or buried. 

Give your stuff only to wagons 
bearing Clean-up Day placards— put- 
ting out any kind of material except 
ashes or garbage (the borough takes 
these at regular intervals.) 

The Borough Highway Committee 
has most willingly consented to co- 
operate with the association and will 
give its entire equipment and force 
for the two days. The association 
will, in addition, hire several teams 
and helpers.

THIS |S BREEDING TIME. 

The fight is now on in earnest. 
What has been said during the winter 
about killing flies and mosquitoes was 
preliminary to the outdoor campaign. 
In spite of all that could be done 
enough breeders lived through the win- 
ter to repopulate the neighborhood. 

"Clean-up" week is your opportun- 
ity. It is surprising how many little 
rmbbish heaps you can find in your 
own back yard. Each of these will 
appeal to the flies as a breeding place, 
and the one fly that escaped from 
your house will multiply into millions 
before the season ends. 

There is no secret or mystery about 
fly elimination. It is simply a case 
of destroying the breeding places and 
all we can hope to do is to keep on 
saying this until you get busy. Dead 
grass, leaves, or rubbish of any kind 
in a pile where it decomposes, will 
prove a menace to the community. It 
•s high time that all such material 
was carted away or destroyed. Such 
action will not only reduce the insect 
pests, but improve the appearance oi 
your premises. The owners of horses 
or other animals should be particular- 
ly careful and, in addition to a 
thorough cleaning up every few days, 
should use disinfectants which will 
kill the eggs and keep the flies away. 
Commercial rock phosphate is effec- 
tive and cheap and should be used 
very freely over all the usual breeding 
places, in the proportion of one pound 
to every five square feet of ground 
area. 

The mosquitoes should also suffer 
as the result of Narberth's "clean-up" 
week. The removal of cans, bottles 
and other receptacles which hold 
water and serve as breeding places, 
should at least drive the mosquitoes 
to natural sources of standing water. 
Our town is comparatively free from 
the latter, and probably most of our 
mosquitoes breed in the water which 
accumulates in small receptacles. 
Where the containers cannot be re- 
moved or the water drained away, 
kerosene or petroleum of sufficient 
quantity to cover the surface of the 
water with a thin film will prevent the 
mosquitoes from breeding. 

Don't consider this matter a joke, 
or a job for the other fellow. Other 
communities have made themselves 
more comfortable and eliminated the 
menace to health caused by the ex- 
istence of flies and mosquitoes. 

Show your civic pride and your in- 
terest in your own welfare by doing 
the simple things recommended. In 
an intelligent community it should 
not be necessary to say the same 
thing more than half a dozen times.

as a substitute shortstop, as a pinch 
hitter and as a base runner. For 
Gulph Mills, Wheeler and Singleton 
were the heavy hitters.

But once more go to the source 
of trouble and "Prevent the Mosquito" 
by filling in the depression where 
water is likely to remain undisturbed 
for eight or fourteen days. Eliminate 
all standing water and you have solved 
the mosquito problem.

Class 32 — Best arranged basket or 
vase of wild flowers.

Class 34 — Best vase or bowl hardy 
Scotch pinks. 

Class 35 — Best vase Pyrethrum 
daisies, all colors. 

Class 36— Most attractive basket or 
vase of flowers of any kind or num- 
ber. 

(Kindly note that this list of classes 
varies slightly from the tentative list 
published several weeks ago in Our 
Town.) 

To assist in the development of 
plants it is suggested that the use of 
proper fertilizers should not be over- 
looked. A mixture of sheep manure, 
bone meal, and wood ashes dug in 
about the roots of growing things 
provides an ideal stimulant to healthy 
growth. Roses will be particularly 
grateful for a trowelful of bone-meal 
at this season of the year and for 
liquid manure administered at inter- 
vals of two or three weeks. 

Our garden lovers are expected to 
make the Flower Show an event to 
be talked about for months to come. 
Hours spent in the garden now will 
add color to the cheek and light to 
the eye, and the results will be seen 
when the Flower Show day arrives.

NARBERTH MAN SPEAKS QUITE 

FRANKLY ABOUT WOMAN 

SUFFRAGE. 

Local commuters were amused, sur- 
prised, pleased, startled or provoked, 
according to their respective view- 
points, last Saturday morning at the 
railroad station. It was the day of 
the big suffrage demonstration in 
Philadelphia, and Narberth women 
were astir early in the morning cam- 
paigning for the vote. Two of them, 
Mrs. Walter I. ' Dothard and Mrs. 
Edwin C. Town, Jr., were responsible 
for the variety of emot'ons ex- 
perienced by our fellow townsmen 
They appeared as "news girls" selling 
the special suffrage edition of The 
Ardmore Chronicle. The price of the 
paper was three cents a copy, "but 
you can give anything yon want above 
three cents," as one of the "newsies" 
explained. And the Narberth men and 
women chipped in right generously. 
The total profits from the morning's 
work amounted to something over 
$13. 

Incidentally the two young women 
had several very amusing experiences. 
One elderly gentleman, when asked if 
he would buy a paper, inquired what 
it was all about — why the special yel- 
low edition? Upon being enlightened 
on this point, he remarked — rather 
testily, as may be readily inferred: 
"Suffrage? Hell no!" 

(Editor's Note: — There was a long 
editorial conference as to whether 
this ennphatic and positive statement 
of the aforesaid gentleman should be 
quoted just as he uttered it — word for 
word: ■with the final verdict that OUR 
TOWN stood committed to print all 
the news, and had no right to tone 
down what was very evidently sincere 
indignation. Of course the gentleman 
might have said: "Suffrage? Hell 
Yes!"— hut he didn't. And with these 
few words of explanation the reader 
may passi on.) 

Said another man, who, apparently, 
will not vote for the Suffrage Amend- 
ment next November: "You'd better 
go back home and tend to your 
babies!" 

Outside of these two experiences 
Mrs. Dothard and Mrs. Town say they 
had a very pleasant morning, and they 
are quite proud of the $13 they earned. 

P. S. Second Editor's Note:— We 
are still wondering whether we should 
allow retort — sulphurous to stand, 
but the more we think about it the 
more we are convinced that the Peo- 
ple of Narberth should know all sides 
of this suffrage question, and OUR 
TOWN does not intend to stand In 
the way of any argument or reason 
that may shed any light on this much 
mooted question. Besides, we remem- 
ber those hideous cartoons of the 
then Governor Pennypacker that were 
published a few years ago when the 
attempt was made to muzzle the press. 
We may be only suburban editors, 
but we intend to print the news.

WHAT KIND OF A CHRISTIAN ARE 
YOU? 

Sherlock Holmes is dull reading 
and a Mark Twain joke is dry com- 
pared with the Bible when once a 
man gets the right idea of it. That's 
what some of the members of the 
Narberth Bible Class discovered. 
When Narberth starts anything it 
usually makes good and the surround- 
ing country hears about it.

a settlement of the issues raised by 
the war. The United States will 
naturally have a predominating voice 
in the arbitration of claims, and in 
re-adjusting the status of the con- 
tending powers. It will make a great 
difference whether this readjustment 
is as among powers, or between 
nations. It should 'be among nations, 
and the United States should charge 
itself with the duty of seeing that 
justice is done to the smaller nations 
that do not rank as '^powers," and 
which are not strong enough to secure 
for themselves by force what they 
are entitled to by right. 

Madame Malmberg is a most fas- 
cinating speaker. Her thorough un- 
derstanding of the subject, her clear 
and logical arguments, her natural, 
unaffected gestures and evident sin- 
cerity carry conviction with them. 

Mrs. James D. Winsor, leader of 
The Woman Suffrage Party in Lower 
Merion Township, and "Mother" of 
Ardmore free playgrounds, closed the 
meeting with an eloquent appeal to 
the men to "get off the fence" and 
give their financial aid and votes to 
the cause of Woman Suffrage. 

Many expressions of approval were 
heard from the men present, and there 
is no doubt that great gains will be 
made for the suffragists as the result 
of this address.
